SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled camera ready copy (also known as No 28 One Colour Print) is classified 
as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication consists of a sheet of white card with six colour photographs pasted 
onto it. The sheet is used in the printing process. 

One photograph presents an image of two young females fellating a male. This 
promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes by 
explicitly depicting sexual activity involving young persons and presenting it in a 
manner designed to arouse the viewer. A second image presents a female who 
appears to be a prisoner cowering away from a female warden who is threatening her 
with a rod. Another picture shows the prisoner kneeling in front of the semi naked 
warden who has hold of the prisoner by the hair and has a rod in her hand. The 
implication of the image is that the prisoner is performing cunnilingus on the warden. 
A further two photos show the prisoner being spanked by the warden. The images are 
sexualised to the extent that they feature fetishised behaviour in the form of spanking 
and show naked buttocks. Another photo presents an image of the prisoner, who is by 
this stage naked and handcuffed, looking as though she is about to have her head 
pushed into a dirty toilet bowl. These depictions promote and support the use of 
violence and coercion to compel a person to participate in, and submit to, sexual 
conduct by explicitly depicting such activity and presenting it in a manner designed to 
titillate the viewer. In addition the latter picture tends to support the use of urine and 
excrement in association with degrading and dehumanising conduct by explicitly 
depicting such activity and presenting it in a manner designed to titillate the viewer. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 as they affect this publication. 
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
